PROSPROTS OF THE KUKLUX BILL. 
Wasuiseron, D. C., April 7.—The Kuklux 
or Southern force bill was received by the 
Senate from the House to-day, and referred 
to the Judiciary Committee, who will be able 
to report it back on Monday. A majority of 
the members of that committee are beheved 
to be opposed to the supension of the habeas 
corpus, and will probably report the bill with 
that feature omitted. There does not appear 
to be a disposition to debate it at very great 
length, anc, it is thought, it and the de- 
ficiency bill will be disposed of by the 17th 
inst., and a final adjournment insured on that 
day. * 

SOUTH CAROLINA DISTURBANCES QUIETED. 
Letters received bere to-day show that there 
have been no disturbances in South Carolina 
for two weeks. The proposition to refuse to 
pay the taxes, which are so large as to amount 
nearly to confiscation, has taken generally all 
over the State, and quieted the more turbulent 
in some sections, who were seeking redress in 
a violent way. 

THE NEW Y ORK REMOVALS 
The important removals ef the General Ap- 
praiser and Nava! Officer in New York were 
again discussed to-day in executive session of 
the Senate, and elicited formidable opposi- 
tion from leading Republican Senators, who 
openly charged that the President's course 
bad struck the Republican party in that 8 
a fatal blow. The fact that Moses H. G 
nell had raised nearly two hundred thousand 
dollars to aid Grant’s election, and only last 
Saturday had sent a thousand dollars into 
Connecticut, were cited as reasons wuy he 
should not be displaced by the President to 
make way fora man whom the Republicans had 
refused to return to Congress. It was an- 
nourced that Secretary Boutwejl did not 
krow that the changes were to be made till 
he read the fact in the newspapers, The Sen 
ate, by a bare quorum, finally confirmed the 
removals, though eighteen Republican Sen- 
ators declined to vote or dodged the question 

MR. MORBILL’S SPEECH. 

Senator Morrill, of Vermont, proved a val- 
uable recruit to-day to the opponents of the 
San Domingo scheme. He addressed the Sen- 
ate for nearly three hours in opposition to 
annezation, and presented many new and val- 
uable points. The President did not expect 
disaffection in this quarter, and on hearing of 
it eaid that he hoped that all Republican Sen- 
ators who took euch a course to weaken the 
Administration would go over to the opposi- 
tion. where they really belonged. 

BUTLER’$§ AMNESTY BILL. 

The eucden change of front of Gen. 
Bu'ler on the ampesty question has not yet 
been explained. He bas prepared a bill in 
which be excepts only the Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress, cflicers of the army and 
navy who leit the United States to join the 
rebellion, members of the State Conventions 
that passed ordinances of seceasion, and such 
as are alleged to have been eruel to prisoners 
of wer. Sucha bill can be promptly passed 
in the House, but its fate is doubtinl in the 
Senate. 

THE ABBOTT-VANCB CONTESTED SEAT. 

The claims of Mr. Abbott, of North Caro- 
lina, to a seat im the Senate, were again con- 
sidered by the Senate Commitlee on Elections 
to-day, without result. Mr. Abbott bases his 
ast umption on the ground that Gov. Vance, 
who was elected, was disqualified by the 
Fourteenth amendment, and that all the eli- 
gible votes cast for an eligible candidate were 
east for Abbott. The committee will proba- 
bly report against a bill to remove the polit- 
cal disabilities of Vance, and that Abbott has 
no claims whatever.

We are all familiar with the appearance 
of a newspaper on tbe morning of a local 
‘election. Every inch of available space is 


taken up with pungent paragraphs enforc- | 


ing the claims of candidates and urging 
every man to vote, 

To-night the Louisville Library Associ- 
ation holds its second meeting, at the small 
hall of the Weisiger buildmg, to hear the 
reports of the various committees, which 
have been at work during the past fort- 

- night, to elect permanent officers, and in 
other respecis to perfect its orga- ization. 

Now, thig is a movement which, to say 
„de least, is of as much consequence to us 
all as an ordinary local election We shall 
not sprimkle our pages with sententious ap- 
peals in its favor, but we care sufficiently 
for its success to make it the subject of a 
special article. 

No bells are to ring, after the manner of 
an auctioneer, to draw people to the place 
of meeting: no deaigning brass band will 
traverse the streets to proclaim the ecca- 
sion. Ae a matter of local intelligence, the 
tact of the meeting is announced im another 
place, and this article is added in order 
that no one who reads it shall be excubed 
for staying away on the ground that he 
was una ware that any such meeting would 
be held. 

Now, therefore, is the time to get what 
we have so long been talking about and 
wishing for—we mean a library. It all 
who desire this valuable acquisition to our 
stock of good things will come forward to- 
might and give in concert a decided ex. 
pression of their will in this matter, they 
may safely feel assured that their action 
will be final, as henceforth there will be 
added toour social advantages the first 
beginnings of a large and excellent library. 

But whether many or only a few show 
their hands to-night, it fs encouraging to 
know that the good work for which we 
bespeak patronage has proceeded sufg- 
ciently well to make it something more 
than a mere experiment. The efforts of its 
promoters have already been rewarded 
with fully double the amount of success 
which was at first anticipated. It may in- 
deed be stated that a library is cer- 
tain to be established, and upon a safe and 
self-supporting basis. This of itself is 6 
most notable occurrence. But to rest and 
be thankful now will notdo. Where so 
much has been done a great deal more is 
possible. Now at this stage of the business 
can anything give the enterprise so pow- 


formed the 


undeveloped; the rugged counties in 
which they lie will languish; and our in- 


merce, and the sole outlet of nearly all the 
mineral wealth of the State, will be lett 
about as they were when the Indians pad- 
died about in them in canoes. All this 
will result for no better reason than that 
there has been a hasty and inadvertent ap- 
plication of a sound and valuable princi- 
ple. 

Kentucky is peculiarly blessed—or 
cursed, as the case may be—with small 
rivers, confined to her own borders, and 
susceptible of extensive use and navigation, 
with shght aid from art. The Big Sandy, 
the Licking, the Kentucky and Green riv- 
ers, and other streams, are of this charac- 
ter. It is vain to say that, being public 
property, they should be improved out of 
the common revenues. They will never 
be adequately improved from that source. 
A few workmen may be sent to dabble in 
their waters, and make a pretense of put- 
ting up a lock here, and anotifer very 
many miles away, but the genesal n 
tangible to prompt energetic and persist- 
ent action. If the citizens of Garrard 
county have not sufficient local 
interest in the Kentucky river 
to justify the laying of a tax 
on them ‘for its improvement, have 
they sufficient interest in the Big Sandy, 
or in Green river, to justity a tax for the 
improvement of these streams? It would 
be a strangely “contradictory holding to 
say that they have. If, then, we are to go 
upon the idea of compensation, as the 
court does, no constitutional tax for inter- 
nal improvements could ever be laid in 
the State. Knox or Harlan county could 
defeat the general tax, on the ground of a 
lack of compensation, as Garrard county 
deteats the localone. If it be said that 
where the obligation is a general one, 
effecting the whole State, the doctrine of 
compensation does not apply, we reply 
that the constitution makes no such dis- 
tinction. It forbids the taking of the 
property of all the citizens without com- 
pensation, just as clearly as it forbids the 
taking of that of a single citizen. It cers 
tainly cannot be constitutional to plunder 
all when it is unconstitutional to rob one. 
But apart from the question of constitu 
tional law, 1s it likely that the members 
from the open counties, where railroads are 
‘ abundant, will make haste to vote a tax 
on their constituents for the improvement 
of a distant and obscure stream which 
not a score of them have ever seen? Let 
the member from Shelby or from Bourbon 
vote a million of dollars for slack-water 
navigaiion on Trauewater, and what will 
his constituenis think of his statesman- 
ship? It it is not the business of the peo~ 
ple living on these small rivers to see to 
their improvement and to pay for it, whose 
business is it, and how will it ever be 
done? 

The fact that the Kentucky river 
empties into the Ohio, and thence de- 
scends into the sea, has nothing 
whatever to do with the question. 
There is not a railroad in the 
State that does not in like manner 
connect itselt with other roads and form 
a part of the general railroad system of 
the countiy; yet our Court of Appeals 
says that municipal subscriptions of-etock 
in railroads are valid. The amount of this 
objection is that if the Kentucky river 
could be kept from emptying into the 
Ohio Garrard county might lawlully take 
stock in its improvement; but as the river 
does in fact empty into the Ohio, and 
cannot be conveniently prevented trom 
doing so, the subscription is unconstitu- 
tional. It will occur to common minds 
that the principal value of the Kentucky 
river consists in the fact that it does empty 
into the Ohio, and that if it did not there 
would be little occasion to lay a tax on 
Garrard county for its improvement, As 
to the immense foreign commerce that is 
imagined, for the purposes of this argu- 
ment, to flow on the broad bosom ot the 
Kentucky, we can say nothing more then 
tbat we have never heard of it. To the 
best Ot our knowledge and belief the

CLOSE OF THE SESSION. 


The Presbytery met yesterday, according to

The argument was opened by Mr. Dupuy, of 
ibis cin. He began by reviewing the testimony 
of Miss Emma Smith, aud especially ibe — 
written by ber to Willem Connell. These, 
argueo, threw the burden of this offense op wa. 
liam’s shoulders, but as Sam. was the moneyed 
man of the two Mr. sanh had entered into a 
Villainous praj.ci—a conspllacy—to speculate 
upon Dis client’s property.

The speech of Albert 8. Willis for the plaintiff 
Was as truly eloquent as anything ever listened 
to ine couri-room. He was on the side of chiy- 
alryana beauty. of the true goighbi-errantry of 
remtiment,e.d be availed himself y 
Of the opportunity thus afforded him. The pre- 
chien end accuracy with which he selected the 
salient pointe of the case displayed a sound, pre- 
al judgwen; andthe clearness with which 
he arranged and connected his argument, made 
a system of attack and defense inimitabie of tis 
kind. Wen he painted the victim and the 
crime and the effects his voice, s:atute, language, 
imegery abd gesture reache i the sublime; and 
turning to the defendant as oae “who had no 
pity, oo felenting ruth,”’ the crowd was evident- 
iy swept along before the current of his words. 

A suit of this character naturally excites much 
interest. Within the memory of some of the 
cldest practitioners of the Louisville bar, none 
of the kind bas before been instituted. May the 
occasion for one so sad im all its aspects, both es 
it affects the parties aud society, never again 
occur—if such a wish Is not vain.
